Paris, Oct. 16.—At a meeting of the Cabinet 
the protest of the Archbishop of Rheims 
and of the Bishop of Angers against the Gov-~ 
ernment order prohibiting bishops from 
leaving their dioceses without permission 
from the Government, has been discussed. 
The order complained of was issued as a re- 
sult of the recent disorders in the Pantheon 
at Rome. After carefully weighing both 
sides of the question and giving the protests 
due consideration the Cabinet decided that 
the order must be enforced by all possible 
means. 


LADY MACDONALD CREATED A BARONESS. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 16.—Lord -S8tanley, 
the Governor-General, has received from her 
Majesty a royal patent creating Lady Mac- 
Donald, wife of the late Premier, Baroness, 
with the title of Baroness MacDonald. The 
patent includes two voluminous documents. 
The honor conferred on Lady MacDonald is 
deeply appreciated by Canadians. 


BRAZIL PEACEFUL AND PROSPEROUS. 

New Tonk, Oct. 16.—The Charge d' Affaires 
of Brazil has received an official cablegram 
dated Rio Janeiro, Oct. 18, decaring that all 
alarming rumors Brazil are without 
foundation, and are the inventions of specu- 
lators in the Exchange and the enemies of 
the republic.

RELIEF MEASURES BY THE MONEYED OCLASSES— 
A MATRIMONIAL ALLIANCE. 

Lorpor, Oct. 16,—A St. Petersburg dispatch 
gives interesting particulars of the devotion 
and energy with which the moneyed classes 
are bending tothe assistance of the starving 

ts. The officers of a Russian frigate 
who had subscribed a large amount fora 
grand fete on their departure from Cronstadt 
decided to give upthe fete and donate the 
money tothe famine fund. The students of 
the university at St. Petersburg also gave up 
their annual dinner to the fund, and the 
ladies of St. Petersburg meet every Tuesday 
for needle and fancy work to be sold for the 
benefit of the famine sufferers. The humble 
also contribute, and a Russian peasant gave 
600 roubles, which he had won ina lottery, 
for the benefit of his hungry fellow subjects. 
Thousands of Russians have emigrated to 
Siberia, where many of them are in a desti- 
tute condition. In several of the provinces 
the Governments are distributing regular 
rations to the people, 1% pounds of bread 
being the daily quantity for each person in 
Samara. In the Province of Simbrisk the 
bread eaten isamass chiefly madeupofa

THE DREIBUND. 


Semi-Official Denial That the Negotia- 
tions Have Been Suspended. 


PRESENT DELAYS DUE ro THE COURSE 
PURSUED BY ITALY. 


King Humbert’s Assurances to M. De 
Giers—Latest Form of the Agreement— 
4 False Report—The Pamir OCountry— 

1. Russia Wantsia Conference—The Ozar’s 
Movements. 


RomME, Oct. 16.—The report is confirmed 
that the Government intend at the opening 
of the Chamberto propose to abolish the 
export duty on raw silk. Although this step 
may reduce somewhat the revenueof the 
State, it is to be understood as a part of the 
programme to take every possible measure 
to ald the various industries of Italy. The 
abolition of this export duty, with the pro- 
posed reduction in railway freight charges 
and the concessions sought to be gained in 
the new commercial treaties, are expected to 
give a strong impulse toexportations. In 
this connection it is worthy to note that the 
exports of manufactured silks to the United 
States for the year ending June 30, 1891, show 
a large per cent of gain over the previous 
year, while raw silk fell off about 20 per cent. 

The refusai of Switzerland and Servia to ne- 
gotiate at Munich for a commercial alliance 
with the powers in the triple alliance, 
coupled with the apparent failure of the pow- 
ers to agree with each other, has conveyed 
the impression in well informed quarters 
that Italy will fail to obtain the concessions 
she demands, and that without her the pro- 
posed alliance will lose all its significance. It 
is, however, semi-officially denied that the 
negotiations have been adjourned or sus- 


pended, but that favorable conclusions are 
expected to be reached by the end of Novem- 


ber. The delay is explained to 
be due to the fact that Italy 
wishes to ameliorate the present 


condition of her commerce, and to obtain 
concessions to produce that result. To ac- 
complish this she is willing to encounter de- 
lays, especially as the existing treaties do 
not expire until the end of 1892. She has 
given precise instructions to her representa- 
tives as to the course to be pursued to attain 
the desired result, being governed by the 
principle that no economical interest should 
be sacrificed to the political alliances. 


NOT AN OFFENSIVE TREATY.

FRENCHMEN AND RUSSIANS. 

Paris, Oct. 16.—The government is sound- 
ing the temper of the Deputies on the question 
ofa formal treaty with Russia, and should 
the sentiment be favorable, a draft of a writ- 
ten compact which has already been made 
for submission to the Ozar, will be put in 
shape for that purpose. It is understood that 
nearly every Deputy, irrespective of party 
affiliations, favors a binding treaty with Rus- 
sia. The fraternization between the two 
countries has been greatly stimulated by the 
success of the Russian loan under French 
direction. There is a rapidly growing inter- 
course between the people ofthe two coun- 
tries, and the number of wealthy Russians in 
Paris is greater than for many years past, 
while Russians engage with Frenchmen and 
Frenchmen with Rusianhs in business enter- 
prise. 


LATEST FORM OF AGREEMENT. 

PrestTu, Oct. 16.—The Pesti Hirlap says that 
the Dreibund’s latest form of agreement 
provides for a casus Foedeh is in the event of 
an attack upon a State not included in the 
Dreibund, but which is especially allied to 
any of its members, as, for instance, Rou- 
mania and Bulgaria are allied with Austria. 
The passage of Russian troops through Rou- 
mania, even with the permission of the 
Government of that country, will become a 
casus deli. 


KEEPING PACE WITH FRANCE’S ARMY. 

BERLIN, Oct. 16.—The military authorities 
have decided to extend the short service ex- 
periment. The two battalions now quartered 
at Metz, will be composed wholly of recruits. 
They will be taught allthe exercises the first 
year, the second being devoted to a repeti- 
tion and extension on a more thorough scale. 
This decision results from the necessity of 
the quicker training of recruits in order to 
keep pace with the rapid growth of the 
French army. 

THE CORVETTE BISMARCK. 

The cruiser Corvette Bismarck has been 
stricken from the list of German war ships 
on the ground of being unfit for naval uses, 
as shown by the recent maneuvers. The 
Emperor sanctioned the dismissal of the Bis- 
marck from the navy.

When a reporter 
rowed out to her last night ne found Com- 
mander Phillips, replendent in bide and 
gold, in his cabin putting the fdnishing 
touches on what is to be hig report of the 
short but very eventful trip of the cruiser. 
Not only hadthe Atlanta a desperate en- 
counter with the elements, but she Was dis- 
covered to be leaking badly during the height 
of the gale. Almost coincident with the dis- 
covery that water was pouring into the ves- 
sel an explosion occurred in the lower com- 
partments which injured six men badly—two 
of them so seriously that they will die. Yes- 
terday Commander Phillips received instruc- 
tions at the Water Gap fromthe Navy Yard 
to return to port, and he lost no time in 
weighing anchor. 

From what was learned from Commander 
Phillips last night it appears that the Atlanta 
was notina seaworthy condition when she 
left the Navy Yard on Sunday with instruc- 
tions to proceed to the assistance of the 
stranded Despatch. ‘‘When I received or- 
ders on Monday to proceeed to sea, said 
the commander, ‘‘the Atlanta’s machinery 
was wholly out of repair. A number of 
pieces had been taken outand sent to the 
blacksmith shop. Is being Sunday the work- 
men were all at home and the shops were 
locked up. Imagine the consternation the 
order to at once proceed to sea found us in. 
The order was imperative, however; we had 
to go if we had to wade out to Sandy Hook. 
So we went. I got the crew to work hunting 
up the pieces of the Atlanta’s machinery, 
which were fitted in their places asrapidly as 
possible. The work was, as a matter of 
course, hastily done. There was no help for 
it. We got up steam and got to sea.’’ Out- 
side of Sandy Hook, according to Commander 
Phillips, the Atlanta fell in with one 
of the gales which have been making 
things lively for all manner of craft 
on the Atlantic. The big United States 
cruiser was banged around x the waves ata 
merry rate and the cyclone-like winds heeled 
her over repeatedly. The seas were gigantic 
and the gundeck at times was ankle deep in 
water. The waves broke over her fore and 
aftand great quantities of water got below. 
This condition of affairs continued until Mon- 
day night. 

Commander Phill! ordered a southern 
course to be maintained in hopes that he 
would run into better weather. On 
night about 8:30, when the gale was at its 
height and the big man-of-war was lurchin 
in the turbulent waves like a rowboat, a } 
was reported. The leak was reported by the 
storekeeper. A hurried investigation showed 
thatthe lower compartments, the paint 
room andthe collision compartment, were 
flooded with water. 

Commander Phillips ersonally investi- 
gates the matter and en gave orders 

ave the pumps put in operation. 
first thought that some of the stee 
forward had become loosened or ‘‘curbed’’ 
by the force ofthe big waves, and prepara- 
tions were made to it planking over the 
supposed defective quarter. The true source 
ofthe trouble was afterward discovered to 
be in the hawse pipe, which had become 
broken in some manner and rmitted hun- 
dreds of gallons to flow inward every minute. 
The discovery was made none too soon. It 
was seenthatas the water poured through 
the pipe it made its way into the store-room 
beneath and then througha small hatchw 
into the paint or oil room, thence throug 
some hatch the water poured into the col- 
lision room. 

These small hatchways are used more as 
manholes than anything else, and are made 
sO purposely to permit of their being quickly 
and readily closed in the event of any danger. 
t is a violation of Navy Department rules 
01 38 to sea With as 280 
leak was stopped without difficulty, while a 
crew of tnirty men manned the pumps. The 
compartments were so full of water that it 
was impossible for any of the crew to d 
beneath to ascertain the amount of water 
shipped. After hours of hard work the pene 
refused to ‘‘feed’’—an indication of low 
water—and James Monaghan, a blacksmith, 
acting under instructions, lowered a lan- 
tern on a rope into the collision department. 
This was about 1:30 on Tuesday morning. 
Four officers and the crew were cilus- 
tered around the aperture.

SLOWLY STRANGLED 


Horrible Scene at the Execution of Wm. 
Rose in Minnesota. 


THE ROPE BROKE AND THE TRAP WAS 
SPRUNG TWICE. 6 


Banged at 5 O’Clock in the Jail Yard at 
Redwood Falls—A Romance Inter- 
woven With the Man's Crime—Double 
Murderer Swung Off at Madison, Ga. 
— His Wife’s Parents His Victima. 


REDWOOD Fats, Minn., Oct. 16.—A dread- 
ful scene was enacted this morning at the 
exececution of Wm. Rose, which, under the 
new law of this State, had to take place bo- 
tween midnight and dawn, and in the pres- 
ence only of the Sheriff’s officials, the County 
Physician and a half dozen people invited by 
the Sheriff. From one of the 
attendants this morning it is 
learned that Rose was awakened 
by one of the death watch at (a. m. He was 
then dressed in black, and ate a hearty 
breakfast. The Sheriff then in the presence 
of those invited to witnessthe execution en- 
tered the prisoner’s cell and read the death 
Warrant. After the Chaplain had offereda 
prayer, Rose was led to the scaffold, which 
had been erected within the walls of the jail. 
He mounted the gallows witha firm tread, 
and madea short speech, in which he de- 
clared that a man named Stover committed 
the murder for which he was to suffer. 

One of the Sheriff’s officers then stepped to 
the side of the doomed man and adjusted the 
noose and black cap, pinioned the arms and 
feet and at 4:59the trap was sprung. Then 
ensued a fearful scene. There was a dull 
crash and the rope parted three feet from 
the man’s neck. Without a word being 
spoken by any one, the limp body was picked 
up, Carried on the platform, laid down face 
upwards upon the readjusted trap. 
The second noose dangling from above was 
pulled down, adjusted quickly and the trap 
again sprung without any attempt to raise 
him to his feet. Rose’s almost inanimate 
form slippled through trap, and then fol- 
lowed a horrible sight. His neck had not 
been broken by either falland he slowly 
Strangled to death. It was s o’clock when he 
Was pronounced dead and the body cut 
down. 

The murder for which Rose was hanged 
Was a sensational one, behind which there 
— 1 romance. Rose came to Red Wood 

ty from Pike County, III., where he 
Was born, Jan. 41, 1861. He there fell in love 


with Miss Grace Lufkin, a pre 1 of 2, 
the daughter of Farmer Moses The 
Tl reciprocated Rose’s love, but on the ad- 


ech Der her r to see her lover. 
ing at dusk shot Lufkin dead through an 
open window while the latter was conversing 
with a neighbor. Miss Lufkin became 
deeply despondent and went to Chicago, 
where atthe home of a married sister she 
committed suicide by cutting her throat with 
@ razor. Rose was given three trials; his 
case went through the State Supreme Court 
and the United States Supreme Oourt, and 
the Governor twice set a day for his execu- 
tion. Rose wrote a long letter to the presse 
in which he charged a farmer named Stover 
with committing the murder, and reiterated 
the statement on the scaffold. 


ALEX. MORRIS HANGED.

Alexander Morris murdered his wife's 
fatherand mother flve years ago at their 
home in Morgan County.

An Estimate of the Cost of the Boulevards 
to Those Who Own Property on Them— 
Tue City Will Not Pay Charles Green 
and Bdwarad Martin for the Tenth 
Street Property at Present. 


When that somewhat famous consolidation 
street railway bill of Capt. Robt. McCulloch 
is brought up to-nightin the Oouncil tnere 
will be enough amendments offered to It to 
make the voice of Secretary W. H. Little 
husky reading them. 

Councilmen Nelsop Cole and William M. 
Horton have not yet got the bill shaped to 
their satisfaction, and intend to have a good 
deal more to say about the amount 
the roads are to pay for their franchise. 
Councilman William Cullinane also has some 
ideas which he wants to attach to the bill in 
the form of amendments. He is on the ran 
way Committee, but he thinks Chairman 
Albert Arnstein did not give him a fair 
chance to modify the bill while it was in 
committee. 

The bill was reported while Hoolan and I 
were away, said he to-day. ‘‘I in- 
tend now to Offer an amendment 
making the roads pay a lump sum 
of say $12,000, or $4,000 a piece for the first ten 
years, the sum to be increased $1,000 tor each 
road every ten yearsthe franchise runs. That 
is the only just basis on which to fix the tax. 
There are too mauy ways of slipping out of 
the payments by percentages. 


Cost ofthe Boulevards. 


Many inquiries are coming to the office of 
the Post-DIsPaATCH about the cost of the 
boulevards and the share of the expense that 


will fall on the property-owners. Letters 
are received, too, by Street Commissioner 
M. J. Murphy every day that show the deep 
interest people generally feel on these points. 
One of these letters was written to the Com- 
missioner by Lewis Rosenbaum, The answer 
to that letter has the information that all the 
other questioners want. 

In my opinion, writes the commissioner, 
no authority is given under the act of the 
Legisiature relating to the establishment of 
boulevards to impose any additional charge 
upon abutting property, beyond that con- 
tained in sec. 18, art. 6 of the charter adopted 
in 1876. The limitation of 2% per cent assess 
ment on abutting property Oxes the amount 
that can be assessed on the property-owners 
for improvements, and therefore the proper 
answer to your question is, that, when the 
improvements are of the same class and 
character, it will Cost no more to improve or 
reconstruct a bouleyard, than it willany 
Street not included inthe system. The in- 
cidental expenses for maintainting, clean- 
ing, lighting and sprinkling the boulevards, 
I estimate approximately at 60 cents r 
front foot, per annum. 1 think this isa 
liberal estimate, butit will be worth more 
than the amount named toevery property 
owner on the line of the system.’’

Mrs. Marguarite Sperry Makes a Dis- 
covery on Returning Home. 


HER HUSBAND AND OVER $3,000 OF HER 
SAVINGS WERE MISSING. 


She Applied to Prosecuting Attorney 
Estep fora Warrant This Morning and 
Told a Most Pitiable Tale—A Daring 
Highway Robbery—Out in Illustrating 
a Scene From a Piay. 


Mrs. Marguerite Sperry of 3914 Fairfax ave- 
nue, an elderly German lady, told an inter- 
esting tale of woeto Agsistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Estep this morfing when she tried 
tos cure awarrant for her husband on a 
charge of grand larceny. She 18 80 years of 
age and for the past five yearshas been liv- 
ing with her married daughter, who keeps a 
boarding-house at 8914 Fairfax avenue and 
has about two hundred boarders, the ma- 
jority ot whom are employes of the Lindell 
Rallway Co. Mrs. Sperry was first married 
in Germany about twenty-six yearsago and 
came to this country with her husband, 
August Kimmel, where her three daughters, 
now grownup and married, were babies. 
Seventeen years ago her husband was 
drowned in a vat of whisky in a St. 
Louls distillery, where he wasemployed, For 
three years she remained a widow. During 
that time she furnished a hoyse at Sixteenth 
and Market streets and kept boarders. She 
finally opened a saloon and the income from 
her two enterprises became considerable. 

TOOK A LIFE PARTNER. 

A sister of Mr. Sperry, who worked in the 
boarding-house, introduced her brother

had grown to such dimensions she could not 
handle italone. Sperry was then 40 years of 
age, good looking and with all the airs and 
manners of a polished French- 
man.
